City admin istratio n , fin an ce, streets, p u blic 
p ro p erty main ten an ce, p o lice an d fire p ro tectio n 
an d the chlo rin atio n co n stru ctio n at the sewage 
treatmen t p lan t acco u n ts fo r 79 .5 p er cen t o f the 
city ’s p ro jected ex p en ditu res fo r the 19 68 -69 y ear 
an d in clu des 73.4 p er cen t o f the hik es in the p ro ­ 
p o sed bu dget which the City Co u n cil will su bmit 
at to n ight’s meetin g. 


The co st o f city go v ern men t to be p aid in p art 
by tax es fo r the n ex t fiscal y ear is p ro jected at 
$8 2 1,300, an in crease o f $111,300 o v er the y ear en d­ 
in g Ap ril 30. 


Salary in creases an d added emp lo y es amo u n t 
to $38 ,9 2 6 o f the 19 68 -69 p ro p o sed in crease in ex ­ 
p en ditu res. 


A majo r salary -related item is the $17,000 in ­ 
crease o f the city ’s co n tribu tio n s to emp lo y e p en ­ 


sio n fu n ds fo r n ex t y ear which will brin g the to tal 
co n tribu tio n by the city to $69 ,000. 


An o ther large in cremen t is $2 9 ,000 in the sew­ 
age co n stru ctio n fu n d which is bu dgeted to co m­ 
p lete p ay men t fo r the chlo rin atio n p ro cess bein g 
in stalled at the city ’s sewage treatm en t p lan t. 


The Garbage Fu n d carries a n ew item with 
a $10,000 p rice tag fo r lan dfill co n tract serv ices. 
This is to p ay fo r tilin g the eastern p o riio n o f the 
lan dfill site to drain a n atu ral rav in e which has 
been distu rbed by the lan dfill o p eratio n s an d to 
p ay fo r co n tracted drag-lin e serv ices to dig n ew 
tren ches fo r fillin g with refu se. 


Bo th o f these o p eratio n s are o ccasio n ed by 
the city ’s failu re to fin d a n ew su itable lo catio n 
in which the lan dfill co u ld o p erate. 


Pro jected ex p en ditu res fro m the six majo r de­ 
p artmen ts, p u blic affairs, fin an ce, streets, p o lice 


an d fire p ro tectio n an d p u blic p ro p erty are $11,300 
greater than an ticip ated receip ts. 


Rev en u e fo r these dep artmen ts who se co m­ 
bin ed ex p en ses are p ro jected to to tal $65 7.9 00 co mes 
fro m p ro p erty an d sales tax es an d o ther miscel­ 
lan eo u s in co me su ch as fin es, fees an d p ermits. 


Real Estate tax es are ex p ected to fu rn ish 
5 0.68 p er cen t o f the in co me fo r these six dep art­ 
men ts while 38 .66 is an ticip ated to co me fro m 
sales tax an d 10.66 is estimated fro m o ther so u rces. 


The additio n al schedu led ex p en ditu res p u shin g 
the to tal u p to $8 2 1,300 co me fro m the Garbage 
Fu n d, emp lo y es’ p en sio n fu n d co n tribu tio n s an d 
Civ il Defen se. There is n o q u estio n o f o v er bu dget­ 
in g in these fu n ds as lo n g as an ticip ated ex p en di­ 
tu res are n o t greater than the max imu m amo u n t 
o f mo n ey the tax limit fo r the fu n d will p ro du ce. 
These max imu ms hav e n o t been ex ceeded in 
the n ew bu dget.

The Mighty Casey had nothing on Bobby Ken» 
ned>. Hben he swu ng hi* bat, ev ery one ex pected 
him to hit the hall ou t of the park. When Bobby 
declared his candidacy , the pu ndits were certain 
that it was all ov er lot the other candidates. Bu t 
the repo rts seeking into Washington indicate that 
Bobby is not doing too well in the hinterland. Re­ 
v ersing their stand, the pu ndits are now say ing that 
Bobb> 
may he in had trou ble. 
The test will he. they say , is 
Indiana o n May 7. 
There 
is 
o ne 
difficulty 
in 
try ing to do pe o ut the Ho o sier 
primary : 
The 
Kennedy 
fo rces 
are running too scared, to o eas­ 
ily predicting tro uble fo r their 
ho y , to o quickly sug g esting po s­ 
sible defeat. It's the o ld I9 6 0 
strateg y all o v er ag ain. Tho se De To ledano 
with lo ng memo ries will recall that the Kennedy 
camp—Jo hn Fitzg erald, that Ume—made a real 
cliff-hang er o f the West Virg inia primary . Their 
candidate wo uld sink o r swim o n that primary , 
they info rmed repo rters. All the time, ho wev er, 
o ld Jo e Kennedy had used do llars like shin plas­ 
ters, and in retro spect It is easy to see that the 
state was Jack Kennedy ’s almo st fro m the start. 
The Kennedy technique, in fact, was to set 
up a straw man and then kno ck him do wn. The 
pro fessio nals am wo ndering if Bo bby is do ing the 
sam e thing in Indiana. There are, o f co urse, majo r 
differences. Jack Kennedy had few enemies where­ 
as Washing to n is full o f peo ple who say they will 
emig rate if Bo bby is elected President. At the 
v ery least, ho wev er, Bo bby has set up his alibi. 
If he wins, then it’s a famo us v icto ry . If he lo ses, 
« v eil, It was to be ex pected. 
But there are o ther cause« fo r co ncern among 
the Kennedy adherents. The upsurg e o f po pular 
suppo rt that Bo bby ex pected has y et to material- 
Ire. H ie po lls sho w him ahead o f Sen. Eug ene Mc­ 
Carthy , who is campaig ning hard. But when m eas­ 
ured ag ainst the man Bo bby ' m u st beat, the re­ 
sults are no t to o happy . Vice President Hu bert 
Humphrey is no t ev en a declared candidate, bu t 
he 1« running a mere fo ur percentag e po ints be­ 
hind Bo bby Kennedy . And Hu bert Horatio is no 
» to uch o n the stump. Once he has begu n to tou r 
the co untry , he* can be ex pected to do mu ch bettor. 
The Humphrey candidacy has added a new 
dimensio n to the battle fo r the Demo cratic Presi­ 
dential no minatio n. When l^y ndo n Jo hnso n was in 


the race, many hawks were ready to stand against 
him. at least tem porarily . This was their way of 
showing dissatisfaction with the President. 


Now they are faced by a Tweedledec-Twecd- 
ledu m situ ation. Unless they get behind Vice Presi­ 
dent Hu mphrey , they will he stu ck with a stand­ 
ard-bearer dedicated to appeasem ent in Sou theast 
Asia. 


Mr. Hu mphrey is weeded to a line of moderate 
aggressiv eness in Vietnam. The hawks, who repre. 
sent a clear m ajority ol the American people, 
ran take him, thou gh with a few misgiv ings. The 
academ ic commu nity , which was chemically u n­ 
able to go along with President Johnson, can 
break |M>litical bread with Hu bert Hu mphrey . Big 
Labor has nev er forgotten Bobby ’s role du ring the 
labor rackets inv estigation, or the trou ble he 
rau sed the1 u nions. They deplore Bobby ’s foreign 
policy stand. And the Sou th, howev er it may hav e 
tu rned its back on Mr. Hu mphrey in the past, will 
find him im m easu rably belter than Bobby on al­ 
most ev ery issu e. 


In i9 60, Jack Kennedy campaigned for the 
Democratic nomination in a priv ate plane; Mr. 
Hu mphrey trav eled In a chartered bu s. Jaek Ken­ 
nedy had u nlimited fu nds; 
Mr. Hu mphrey had 
less than the prov erbial shoestring. Today . Bobby 
Kennedy has u nlimited fu nds, bu t the Hu mphrey 
forces will be able to draw on su bstantial contri­ 
bu tions. It is no longer a pu shov er. And Bobby 
will hav e to contend with the qu iet bu t so far ef­ 
fectiv e 
campaigning of Sen. 
McCarthy . 
Ev ery 
peacenik and New 1-eft v ote east for Mr. McCarthy 
will hu rt Bobby Kennedy . 


No one believ es that Vice President Hu mphrey 
1» a shoo-in. Bu t sm art Dem ocratic professionals 
are leaning increasingly to the v iew that Bobby 
is not the whirlwind they thou ght he wou ld be. 
They are qu ietly adm itting that he may hav e ru n 
his cou rse. Certainly , they hav e not written off 
Mr. Hu mphrey . In fact, the* belief Is growing that 
he Is the man to watch. If he can dev elop a band­ 
wagon psy chology , he has the makings of a winner. 


At this point, It Is mu ch too early to tell 
since the ball gam e is in its early innings. Bu t if 
this observ er has not read the* signs wrong, then 
it is fair to say that Hu bert Hu mphrey , not Bobby 
Kennedy , is on first. Indiana may giv e him the 
rhancc of stealing second — and from that point 
on he’s in scoring position.

On Slavery, Race Issues 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — D u r­ 
ing the first centu ry of U.S. in­ 
dependence, the ordinary citi­ 
zen’s life was far m ore likely 
to be tou ched by state or local 
gov ernment 
than 
by 
faraway 
W ashington. The men who wrote 
the Constitu tion in 17 89 probably 
intended it that way . 
The federal gov ernm ent was 
im portant on the frontiers and 
bey ond, 
bu t once the 
settlers 
cam e to stay , the focu s was on 
su ch state and local responsibil­ 
ities as edu cation and law en­ 
forcem ent. Not u ntil the second 
half of the 19 th centu ry did the 
national gov ernm ent really as­ 
sert itself. 
One m easu re of this situ ation 
is in the fact that only three of 
the 22 presidents who serv ed 
du ring the 19 th centu ry — Jef­ 
ferson, Jackson and Lincoln — 
u su ally a re ranked am ong the 
“ g re a t” chief ex ecu tiv es. 
Most of the rest w ere passiv e 
proprietors of a federal estab­ 
lishm ent that was ov ershadowed 
in all bu t times of w ar or na­ 
tional peril. 
Du ring this period, Congress 
m ent, and it reflected a prov in­ 
cial rathe r than a national v iew­ 
point. The Civ il W ar, of cou rse, 
was the ex ception for Congress 
as well as for the presidency . 
In blood, the Civ il W’a r estab­ 
lished Lincoln’s belief that the 
national gov ernm ent cou ld not 
be dissov led a t the whim of the 
states, bu t it was la ter in the 
centu ry that W ashington began 
to address itself to problem s 
that had been the sole prov ince 
of the states. 
Then, with the nation’s boom ­ 
ing financial and com m ercial in­ 
terest threatening 
to dom inate 
gov ernm ent a t all lev els, Con-

cou ntry , 
illu strates 
w hat 
happened. The original Constitu ­ 
tion recognized hu m an slav ery 
as legal. Bu t forces in the in­ 
du strial North, which did not 
need slav es, soon began attack 
ing the practice as 
im m oral 
The abolitionists w ere blocked 
by 
political power 
and 
legal 
precedent in Congress, the White 
Hou se and the cou rts. 
The balance tipped with the 
election of Lincoln and the new 
antislav ery 
Repu blican 
party . 
The Sou th, sensing su re defeat 
on the basic issu e of state sov ­ 
ereignty as well as the specific 
m atter of slav ery , seceded. The 
Union won the w ar that followed 
and the 
national 
gov ernm ent 
forced the states 
to giv e u p 
slav ery . 
Bu t the national gov ernm ent 
was not prepared to perm anent­ 


ly su perseded the states. In <Rv 
der to restore political stability , 
it let form er slav eholding states 
establish racially seg reg ated so­ 
cieties tha t all bu t retu rned the 
N egroes to their prev iou s statu s. 


Not u ntil the mid-20th centu r 
when N egroes had becom e an 
im portant v oting bloc in the 
northern cities, did the pendu ­ 
lu m 
swing 
again. 
Then, 
the 
cou rts, the ex ecu tiv e branch and 
Congress began to try to redeem 
the legal pledges m ade in consti­ 
tu tional am endm ents pu t on the 
books after the Civ il W ar. 


In a dictatorship, all of this 
m ight hav e been accom plished 
mu ch faster. Bu t in the U nited 
States, with its constant jou st­ 
ing for pow er am ong the v ariou s 
branches and lev els of gov ern­ 
m ent, the process of changing 
slav es to free citizens has taken 
m ore than 100 y ears, and still is 
not finished. 


To those interested prim arily 
in racial ju stice, this might, ap­ 
pear to be m orally sham efu l and 
political inefficient. Bu t this slow 
progress on an issu e w'hich did 
and sitll does driv e A m ericans 
to v iolence w as achiev ed w ith­ 
ou t a second gov ernm ental cris­ 
is and hu m an slau gher like the 
Civ il W ar. 


T he . qu estion now is w hether 
the sam e cau tiou s procedu res

not news that the N ational Asso­ 
ciation of R eal E sta te Boards 
is opposed to the Johnson ad ­ 
m inistration's open hou sing law. 


It is news thou gh tha t one of 
their 
m ain points is tha t 
the 
proposed federal open hou sing 
law is not stric t enou gh. 


This 
doesn’t 
m ean 
that 
NAREB, the official v oice of 
abou t 8 ,500 rea l estate brokers 
across the nation, has su ddenly 
changed it’s spots and is now 
the liberal gu iding light for fair 
hou sing for ev ery body . Not on 
y ou r second m ortgage! 


Bu t they hav e a concern ov er 
a prov ision of legislation passed 
recently by the 
Senate which 
wou ld ex em pt from the law per­ 
sons who sell their hom es pri­ 
v ately and not throu gh brokers. 


“ Why throu gh brok ers,?” la ­ 
m ented one broker. “ All tha t's 
going to to do is keep people 
ou t of a re a ltor’s office and not 
end discrim ination like the law 
intends. 
I t ’s 
a 
loophole 
y ou 
cou ld driv e a tru ck throu gh.” 
The open hou sing legislation 
w hich has stirred u p 
NAREB 
w as inclu ded in the civ il rights 
bill recently adopted by the Sen­ 
ate and sent on to the Hou se 
for action. If adopted as law, 
it wou ld cov er the sale or rental 
of abou t 53 m illion of the na­ 
tion’s 65 m illion hou sing u nits. 
T hree Stages 
B asically , the bill wou ld work 
in three stages if passed: 
—Upon being signed into law, 
it wou ld ban discrim ination in 
the sale or rental of federally - 
owned and m u lti-u nit dwellings 


whose m ortgages are g u aran­ 
teed by the F ederal Hou sing 
A dm inistration and the V eter­ 
ans A dm inistration. This wou ld 
cov er less than 10 per cent of 
the priv ate hou sing right aw ay . 


—On Dec. 31 it wou ld bar ra ­ 
cial bans in m u lti-u nit hou sing 
su ch as apartm ents and in real 
estate dev elopm ents. Owner-oc­ 
cu pied dwellings of fou r or less 
u nits wou ld be ex em pt. 


This is the one that hu rts 
NA REB’s feelings. On Jan. 1, 
197 0, racial discrim ination wou ld 
be 
ou tlaw ed 
in 
single-family 
hou ses sold or rented throu gh 
brokers. If the owner sold w ith­ 
ou t a broker he cou ld discrim i­ 
nate all he w anted to. 


The D epartm ent of Hou sing 
and U rban Dev elopm ent wou ld 
be the gov erning power u nder 
the law. F irst HUD wou ld try 
to conv ince the ow ner of prop­ 
erty cov ered by the law' to open 
his doors to all. Failing that, 
civ il action cou ld be brou ght 
either by indiv idu als or the At­ 
torney G eneral. 
Bu t why w orry abou t the At­ 
torney G eneral as long as y ou 
stay aw ay from a real estate 
broker? This is w hat bothers 
NAREB. 
“ We ca n’t ev en begin to es­ 
tim ate how badly this wou ld 
hu rt u s if it becom es a law ,” 
one NAREB spokesm an 
said. 
“ One of ou r problem s is that 
we don’t really know w hat kind 
of a v olu m e of bu siness ou r 
m em ber brokers do.” 


He estim ated there w ere abou t 
4 million transfers of hou sing 
titles last y ea r — 1.5 m illion 
new hom e sales and 2.5 m illion 
old hom es changing hands. 


“ Bu t how m any of those in­ 
v olv e brokers and not dev elop­ 
ers who sell on their own or 
priv ate 
sales 
is 
any body ’s 
gu ess,” 
the 
NAREB 
official 
stated. “ All we do know is tha l 
a 
significant 
nu m ber 
of 
ou i 
brokers will be 
affected 
and 
they 
cou ld be 
hu rt badly if 
enou gh people stay aw ay from 
their offices in an effort to es­ 
cape 
the 
restrictions 
of

law .”

St. Michael’s Church 


St. Michael’s Mission at San­ 
dy Hill Cemetery , eight miles 
southwest of Amboy 
in 
May 
Township, dates back to April 
28 , 18 40, when the ln sh Catho­ 
lics of the area gathered in the 
home of William 
Dolan near 
Sandy Hill 
to hear the first 
Mass ev er celebrated in Lee 
County . 
The celebrant was the Rev . 
Father Parody (or Parodi) from 
La Salle who, with other priests, 
ame four times a y ear to say 
mass. After the first serv ice at 
Dolan's home, Mass was said 
Jn a newly constructed school- 
house nearby with about 20 fam­ 
ilies participating. 
Soon many neighboring peo­ 
ple began the construction of a 
church; some coming from as 
far aw’ay as Dix on’s Ferry and 
Walnut 
Grov e. 
Dolan 
once 
walked to Dix on’s Ferry carry ­ 
ing a pail of butter whcih he 
ex changed for the nails used in 
the construction. 
Serv ices were then held ev ery 
three months by Vicentian Fa­ 
thers from La Salle or Ottawa 
with the gathering after serv ices 
being turned into a liv ely social 
» ffair which did not break up 
until late Sunday afternoon. 
Congregation Grows 
The congregation of St, Mi­ 
chael's Church grew rapidly and 
in 18 56 the log church, built in 
18 47, was replaced by a larger 
building of brick. When, in the 
late 1850 s, Amboy obtained a 
resident pastor, Sandy Hill was 
cared for from there, the priests 
usually coming 
out on 
horse­ 
back. 
The Little chapel now standing 
on Sandy Hill was a part of the 
old brick bu dding; 
the rest of 
the stru ctu re, after y ears of dis­ 
u se, 
was torn down 
in 
19 23. 
Bricks from the old chu rch were 
u sed to bu ild the front section 
of the small chapel. 
By the y ear 1875, the congre­ 
gation again ou tgrew its church 
and since, by that time, most of 
the families liv ed west of Sandy 
Hill, it was decided to build far­ 
ther west. Land was obtained 
where St. Patrick's Church now 
stands in Amboy and 
a large 
fram e chu rch was completed in 
1876 . at a cost of $6 .000 This 
bu ilding was replaced in 19 19 by 
the brick chu rch now 
standing 
on the same spot. 
In 186 8. one of the members 
of the Sandy Hill Chu rch, P a t­ 
rick 
Riley , died and left his 
property to the chu rch to 
be 
u sed in bu ilding an academy to 
be staffed by the Order of Ben­ 
edictine nu ns. 
Dedicate Academy 
His farm near the site of the 
old post office was sold, 
reserv ­ 
ing the residence which \\d> le- 
modeled for a priest’s hou se 


dump area onto nearby resi­ 
dents’ property . 
McCaslin also reported there 
was definite improv ement in the 
land fill operations. 
In a second report. May or Ca­ 
polla 
noted
